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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 18 and 19) in the response filed 
March 6, 2002 (paper no. 15) is acknowledged. Claims 20-22 have been withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. It is noted 
that page 2 of the election could not be located in the application so applicant was requested to 
fax another copy of the election. This copy was received on May 31, 2002 and is attached to 
paper no. 15. 

Drawings 

2. The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of drawings, filed 
on October 15, 2001 have been approved. A proper drawing correction or corrected drawings 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The correction 
to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 
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In claim 18, lines 21-22, the recitation "for mounting a first blade holder for holding the 
horizontal blade strip" is vague and indefinite as to what is being set forth, and it seems that the 
first occurrence of "for" should be deleted, and the second occurrence of "for" should be changed 
to -- , the first blade holder-- or the like for clarity; in line 28, the recitation "for mounting a 
second blade holder for holding the horizontal blade strip" is vague and indefinite as to what is 
being set forth; in line 39, "tension wheel" appears to be inaccurate since there appears to be no 
disclosure of such structure (it is noted that feature 46 is disclosed simply as a guide wheel); in 
lines 58-59, "for mounting a first blade holder for holding the vertical blade strip" is vague and 
indefinite as to what is being set forth; also in lines 58-59, "a first blade holder" is vague as to 
whether it refers to that previously set forth or to another such first blade holder; in line 65, the 
recitation "for mounting a second blade holder for holding the vertical blade strip" is vague and 
indefinite as to what is being set forth; also in line 65, "a second blade holder" is vague as to 
whether it refers to that previously set forth or to another such second blade holder; in line 77, 
"tension wheel" appears to be inaccurate since there appears to be no disclosure of such structure 
(it is noted that feature 46 is disclosed simply as a guide wheel).
